William- August Pringle Morris, 


the 14th child in the family of an 
officer in the American revolution, 
died this morning at 9:30 at 
his 


home, 635 Howard place. He was 
born in 1832, when his father was 
75 years of age. He was a resident 
of Madison 66 years, and was one 
of the few surviving Sons of the 
Revolution, as .well as the oldest 
member of the Dane County Bar 
association.

His father, -Jacob Morris, whose 


grandfather was one of the three 
Lewis Morrises to come, from Eng- 
land in the 17th century, enlisted 
under General Harry Lee at the age 
of 20, and later served as aides to 
Generals Gates 
and Greene.

ington at'Valley Forge and took 
part in many other of the fahious 
battles for American independence. 


He was married during the war
